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FOR  THE  BEGINNING  COIN  COLLECTOR 


By  The  Members  Of  The  Keokuk  Coin  Club 


When  you're  just  starting  out  as  a  coin  collector,  one  of 
the  first  decisions  you  have  to  make  is  what,  exactly,  to 
collect.  There  are  lots  of  possibilities. 

Some  numismatists  (that's  a  fancy  name  for  someone  who 
studies  and  collects  coins)  collect  just  one  coin  of  each 
type.  .They  vill  collect  just  one  Eisenhower  Dollar,  one 
Kennedy  Half  Dollar,  one  Washington  Quarter,  one  Roosevelt 
Dime,  one  Jefferson  Nickel,  one  Lincoln  Cent,  and  so  on, 
also  collecting  one  of  each  type  of  coin  that  no  longer 
circulates,  too.  Type  collectors  usually  don't  try  to  get 
coins  with  really  rare  dates,  but  they  do  try  to  get  coins 
that  show  as  little  wear  as  possible. 

Other  coin  collectors  will  specialize  in  just  the  coins  of  a 
particular  type,  or  denomination,  collecting  as  many 
different  dates  and  mint  marks  as  they  can.  (A  mint  mark 
is  the  letter  or  two,  usually  under  the  date,  that  tells  you 
where  the  coin  was  made.  "D"  is  for  Denver;  "S"  is  for  San 
Francisco,  etc.)  You  can  buy  inexpensive  "coin  boards"  that 
will  help  if  you  decide  to  collect  coins  by  series. 

Of  course,  there  are  any  number  of  other  ways  a  person  might 
collect  coins,  though  by  type  or  by  series  are  the  two  most 
popular.  One  really  interesting  way  to  collect  is  by  the 
design  that's  pictured  on  the  coin.  You  might  try  to 
collect  all  of  the  coins  you  can  with,  say,  eagles  on  them. 
That  would  be  a  lot  of  U.S.  coins  and  even  more  foreign 
coins!  You  could  also  collect  a  lot  of  coins  with  just 
horses  on  them,  or  homes  on  them,  or  famous  women  on  them. 
The  possibilities  are  endless ! 

Once  you  have  decided  that  you  want  to  be  a  coin  collector, 
there  are  two  things  you  ought  to  do  before  you  collect  many 
coins.  The  first  would  be  to  get  a  book  or  two  on  coin 
collecting.  The  Keokuk  Public  Library  has  many  books  on 
coin  collecting,  covering  many  different  specialties.  If  you 
decide  to  buy  a  book,  a  good  one  to  start  out  with  is  R.S. 
Yeoman's  Gu i de  Book  of  United  States  Coins .  Collectors 
sometimes  call  this  "The  Red  Book,"  because  the  cover  is 
always  red.  The  Red  Book  comes  out  in  a  new  edition  each 
year.  You  can  buy  a  copy  at  most  book  stores  or  coin  shops. 
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The  second  thing  you'll  want  to  do  is  to  join  a  local  coin 
club.  You  can  learn  a  lot  from  more  experienced  club 
members,  as  well  as  trade  with  them  to  get  coins  that  you 
won't  find  in  circulation.  Some  clubs  also  have  auctions 
at  their  meetings,  where  members  will  sell  to  the  highest 
bidder  coins  that  they  no  longer  want.  We  do  all  of  this. 
We're  the  Keokuk  Coin  Club,  and  we  meet  the  fourth  Thursday 
of  each  month.,  usually  at  the  Keokuk  Senior  High  School 
Library.  And  we're  always  happy  to  have  new  coin  collectors 
stop  by  to  meet  us.

MY  FAVORITE  BANK  NOTE 
by  Raymond  W.  Morrow 


The  United  States  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  has 
produced  a  number  of  beautiful  bank  notes  during  its 
history.  Among  the  most  popular  are  the  U.S.  Silver 
Certificates,  Series  of  1896  (the  so-called  "Educational 
Series"),  the  "Chief  Onepapa"  Five  Dollar  Silver  Certificate 
of  1899,  and  the  "American  Bison"  Ten  Dollar  Legal  Tender 
Note  of  1901.  However,  even  in  the  company  of  these 
deservedly  popular  notes,  I  think  that  the  Two  Dollar  Silver 
Certificate,  Series  of  1899,  is  much  underrated. 

The  central  design  consists  of  a  bust  of  George  Washington 
between  allegorical  male  and  female  figures  representing 
Mechanics  (some  sources  sdy  Trade)  and  Agriculture.  This 
design  is  similar  to  the  allegorical  emphasis  in  the 
"Educational  Series"  Silver  Certificates,  which  this  note 
helped  to  replace.  Ironically,  it  was  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  Lyman  J.  Gage,  who  had  rejected  the  1896  Series  as 
too  lavish  and  having  been  designed  by  fresco  painters,  that 
approved  the  design  of  this  note. 

The  1899  Two  Dollar  Silver  Certificate  can  be  found  in  ten 
signature  combinations,  of  which  the  Napier-Thompson  note  is 
the  rarest  and  thus  the  most  costly.

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NOTE ;  The  Leisy  Brothers  Brewery  got  its  start  in  Keokuk 
at  the  time  of  the  Civil  War.  The  firm's  founder 
was  actually  just  one  man  named  Leisy — John  Leisy. 

He  and  Jacob  Baehr  rented  a  brewery  that  Adolph 
Vockerodt  had  established  in  1855,  but  by  1868 
the  firm  of  Leisy  and  Brother  was  listed  as  the 
proprietor  of  the  Union  Brewery  at  the  corner  of 
Thirteenth  and  Johnson  Streets. 

In  the  early  1880's  the  proprietor  of  the  Union 
Brewery  was  given  as  Leisy  Brothers,  although  it  may 
be  that  the  brothers  in  the  firm's  name  were  the  two 
sons  of  John  Leisy,  Edward  C.  and  Gustavus  A.  Leisy. 
They  were  listed  as  living  with  Mrs.  John  Leisy,  a 
widow,  at  the  corner  of  Thirteenth  and  Johnson,  i.e., 
right  next  door  to  the  brewery.  A  Rudolph  Leisy  is 
listed  as  being  the  proprietor  of  a  saloon. 

By  the  end  of  the  1880 's,  the  Leisy  Brothers  Brewery 
had  relocated  to  Peoria,  Illinois.  What  remained 
at  the  1301  Johnson  Street  address  was  listed  as  a 
wholesale  beer  depot,  which  was  managed  by  the  agent 
for  Leisy  Brothers,  John  Leisy.  This  John  Leisy  was 
undoubtedly  the  grandson  and  namesake  of  the  firm's 
founder.  He  and  his  wife  Margaret  lived  at  1102 
Concert  Street  from  the  turn  of  the  century  until 
his  death  nearly  thirty  years  later.  Margaret  Leisy 
was  still  living  at  this  address  in  1959  when  Raymond 
E.  Garrison  published  his  Tales  of  Early  Keokuk  Homes. 

It  is,  of  course,  possible  that  this  token  was  used 
at  a  bar  or  saloon  that  the  Leisy  Brothers  operated  in 
Peoria — if  such  a  saloon  ever  existed.  However,  John 
Leisy  did  operate  a  saloon  in  Keokuk  during  the  first 
few  years  of  the  twentieth  century.  It  was  located 
at  30  South  Twelfth  Street.  W.F.  Brinkman  became  the 
owner  of  this  saloon  in  1904  or  1905.

The  Odells  had 
another  son,  Wilbur,  who  was  an  optometrist  in 
Keokuk.  They  lived  at  1024  Grand  Avenue.

Both  father  and  son  had  died 
by  the  mid-1930's,  but  there  is  a  Harry  C.  Overton 
listed  in  the  1933  Keokuk  directory  as  an  actor.

The  coin  collecting  hobby  needs  your  help.

Starting  October  5,  there  will  be  a  daily  radio  program — 2  1/2  minutes 
long — about  numismatics.  The  shew,  called  "Money  Talks,"  will  be  carried  by 
389  National  Public  Radio  and  85  Business  Radio  Network  stations. 

We  are  paying  professional  writers  for  all  260  scripts,  and  our' editor  has  13 
years  experience  as  an  editor  for  CBS  radio. 

The  show  is  aimed  toward  the  general  public  and  will  focus  on  the  lore  of  • 
numismatics.  Each  shew  is  based  upon  an  intriguing  or  amazing  fact  that 
listeners  will  be  certain  to  remember.  Free  transcripts  will  be  available  to 
listeners  who  request  them.  According  to  Donn  Pearlman,  an  announcer  for  CBS 
Radio,  we  have  the  capability  of  reaching  several  million  listeners  each  week. 

For  those  stations  unable  to  pick  up  the  program's  satellite  transmission, 
cassette  tapes  can  be  sent  directly  to  them.  Programs  for  an  entire  month 
would  be  available  on  one  60-minute  tape.  The  cost,  including  postage,  is 
$5.50  per  month.  If  the  station  can  pick  up  the  satellite  transmission,  there 
is  no  cost. 

Would  your  club  be  willing  to  contact  a  prestigious  local  radio  station  with  a 
high  listenership  and  urge  them  to  carry  the  show?  Secondly,  could  you 
initially  underwrite  the  $5. 50/month  cost  of  the  tape?  This  would  eliminate 
any  expense  for  the  station.  Perhaps  this  could  lead  to  a  relationship  be twee 
your  club  and  the  station  which  might  prove  beneficial.
